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SPEED AND EFFICIENCY. 


The adoption of the Overman Dill by a large 
majority in the Senate, despite bitter opposition, | 
should foreshadow its rapid passage in the | 
House. 

The debate in the Senate brought out every 
point of objection that could be urged against the 
bill. The measure was thoroughly threshed out. 
| aha was whipped into sound form. The bill puts 
great powers‘ in the hands of the President, but: 
the powers are well defined and are all designed 
for a single purpose—the co-ordination of govern- 
mental departments ahd agencies for the efficient | 
condutt of the war. The President cannot create | 
any new offices or agencies, except a specially | 
authorized agency to supervise the production of | 
airplanes, airplane motors and aircraft equipment. | 
In this field alone he is empowered to create new | 
offices and fi]l them. 

Under the bill the President can transfer ruse 
tions from one bureau to another and thus con-| 
solidate and concentrate similar functions con- 
cerned in war under one head. The measure pro-, 
vides for efficient co-ordination of war activities, | 
making for unity and efficiency and economy in 
war work. 

As an efficiency measure its importance cnnaia 
be overestimated. One of the great difficulties | 


of the administration in handling war work has | 


been the division of similar functions in several 
departments and the division of authority over 
similar activities, resulting in confusion and de- 


lay. Much of the criticism of war work has been | 
caused by failure due to lack of co-ordination and 


the concentration of function and authority. There

“However great the number and 
weight of the mistakes ‘accumulat- 
ed on the German side since the be- 
ginning of the war, I nevertheless 
persisted for a long time in the be- 
lief that a belated foresight would 
at last dawn upon the minds of our 
directors. It was with this hope 
that I put myself to a certain extent 
at your disposal, in order to col- 
laborate with you in Rumania, and 
that | indicated to you that I was 
disposed to help in Switzerland, 
where I am living at present. if the 
object of our efforts was to be rap- 


proachment of the enemy parties. 
That I was. and that I remain, hos- 
tile to anv activity other than rec- 


onciliation and restoration I proved 
soon after the opening of hostili- 
ties by the definite resignation of

“But since the first days of 1917 I

The personalities may change, but 
they cannot remain the representa- 
tives of the German cause. 
Cannot Repair Crimes. 

“The German people will 
able: to repair the grievous 
committed against 
and future, and against that of Eu- 
rope and the whole human race until 
it represented’ by different men 
with a different mentality. To tell 
the truth, it is mere justice that its 
reputation throughout the whole 
world is as bad as it is. The triumph 
of its methods—the methods by 
which it has hitherto conducted the 
war. both militarily and politically— 
would constitute a defeat for the 
ideas and the supreme hopes of man- 
kind. One has only.to imagine that 
a people exhausted, demoralized. or. 
hating violence, should consent to a 
peace with a Government which has 
conducted such a war, in order to un- 
derstand how the general level and 
the chances of life of the peoples 
would remain biack and deceptive. 

“As a man and as a German who 
desires nothing but the welfare of the 
deceived and tortured German peo- 
ple, I turn away definitely from the 
present representatives of the Ger- 
man regime. And fF. have only one 
wish—that all independent men may 
do the same and that many Germans 
may understand and act. 

“In view of the fact that it is im- 
possible for me at present tq make 
any manifestation before German 
public opinion, I have thought it to 
be my absolute duty to inform your 
exceliency of my point of view.”

i Each depot of the Quartermaster 


Corps is a central subsistence busi- 
hess of its own. The subsistence offi- 
cerS here are held‘ directly responsi- 
bie for the quality of the goods they 
receive. But .ong before the supplies 
ever reach the depots they have been 
carefully passed upon by expert ir- 
spectors in the packing houses, in 
the canneries and in other sources of 
Origin. The records at Washington 
show the capabilities, character an:' 
standard of every establishment pur 
veving food to the army. The inspec 
tors know fruits, vegetables, meat 
and other articles of purchase. The 
‘army specifications are clear and 
exact. They must be met. Thé in- 
spectors make sure they are met 
And the receiving officers at the 
depots, assuring themselves thai 
‘there has been no deterioration in 
shipment. thus make their contribu- 
tion to that continual inspection 
which ceases only when the food hus 
ceased to exist. 

The Bureau of Markets of the Je- 
partment of Agriculture, with repre 
Semtatives throughout ‘the countrs 
whose duty is to report on conditions 
in the perishable food markets, gives 
full help to the army inspection. The 
Bureau of Chemistry. of the same 
cepartment, also lends its powerfu 
“assistance, carefully examining and 
analyzing all the foods which come 
into question. Samples are frequent- 
lv drawn from shipments, the analy- 
sis made and the result placed on file 
with the. inspection branch's central 
office. Any discrepancy between the 
original sample and delivery brings 
prompt action. . 

Military Baking Companies. 

The fresh bread of the army comes 
from the military bakerv companies 
whose unique institutions whieh, with 
their portable ovens, trundie along, 
one with each division, turning out 
crisp, fresh bread by the thousands 
of loaves, regardless of location, 
weather conditions, or even Ger. 
man shell fire. Very interesting, ver: 
resourceful organizations are these 
bakery companies. With their or- 
dinary equipment of stoves they have 
been known to maintain the tempera- 
ture inside their canvas mixing tents 
at the proper temperature of 85 de- 
grees when the thermometer outside 
stood at 19 below. 

The organization and administra- 
tion of these bakery compa! lies conies 
under the bakery branch, at the 
head of which is Lieutenant-Colone! 
Dietrick. a cavalry officer, who first 
became actively identified with the 


work when ordered to organize such 
troops for border’ service ‘at Fort 
Sam Houston in 1915. It was the 
bakerv branch and Col Dietrick 


which also faced the problem. of 
feeding the hordes of draft men as 
they trooped into their camps las 
summer. 

The problem was, first, to provide 
bakery companies necessary to pro 
duce the bread for the, new army. 
There were on hand in the United 
States nine bakery companies with 
a strength of four officers and about 
450 enlisted men These companies 
were equipped and there was suffi- 
cient equipment in reserve on hand 
in the depots to supply 12 companies 
It waS necessary to order at once 
equipment for 100 new bakery com- 
panies, and to use every effort to 
have about 20 per cent on hand 
within three months. This was done 
it was also necessary to provide for 
an expansion of these nine bakery 
companies, with a personne! of 4590 
men, into 88 bakery companies wit! 
a personnel of 8880 enlisted men 
This has also been done. Int order 
to accomplish this it was necessar’s 
to establish at once schools at which 
officers and enlisted men could be 
trained .as bakers These schools 
were established To date 170 oOf- 
ficers and approximately 9N700 enlist- 
ed men have been trained and are 
serving as army bakers

Head of War Department, in Address at Philadelphia, De- 
clares It Is Imperative That All Hands at Home Be

evidenced in the demeanor of the French, the English and the Italians is held 
forth to all Americans as a splendid example. In urging every individual to do 
his part, the Secretary declares that. each should so act that before the war ends 
he may feel that something he has done got over there and counted shed victory. 


By SECRETARY OF WAR BAKER. 


OBODY in France has the least doubt 
as to the character of this war. 
Nobody, so far as I know, has the 

least doubt about the way this war is to be 
prosecuted and won. We are fighting against 
an adversary who has elected to make force 
the center of its system of political philosophy 
and belief—pure, naked force. It is not the 
philosophy on which you and I or civilized 
people anywhere would prefer to model their 
lives; it is not the doctrine upon which a 
permanent and beautiful civilization. can be 
built. But the British, the French, the Ital- 
ians, we accept that challenge as it has been 
made. There is no answer except cold, re- 
lentless, adequate force in reply. 

They are under the impresion on the Ger- 
man side that there is saving grace in mere 
physical force without morality of purpose. 
Children in philosophy, they have failed to 
realize that no accumulation of mere force 
in this world can ever triumph, for when force 
is divorced from morality there is some- 
thing in.morals that engenders a counter 
force adequate to overcome it, so when they 
start out with the doctrine that by guns and 
discriminate slaughter of men, women and 
children—a doctrine essentially hateful may 
be imposed upon the consciences and liberties 
of men, they fail to take into their reckoning 
that the consciences of men cannot be the 
permanent resting place of such a doctrine. 
And so there is no doubt as to the outcome; 
there is no doubt at to the means to the out- 
come. 


Only a Heart Break Can End the War. 


,We read in the daily newspapers how that 
writhing line that stretches from the channel 
to the Alps has bent or twisted here or there, 
and we. hold our breaths and say, “Will the 
line hold, or will it break?” Of course, it mat- 
ters which it does, but the ending of this war 
will not come when a line is broken. 

This war cannot end until a people's heart 
is broken. And those who have looked into 
the faces of the people of England, of the 
people of France, of the people of Italy, those 
who have seen the refugees, that long line, 
seemingly endless, of men, women and chil- 
dren, leaving the territéry about to be occu- 
pied by the adversary; old men, old women, 
young women, little children, as they trailed 
along that road with such little belongings as 
could be rescued, perhaps carried in a child's 
cart, drawn by a dog, while even the babies of 
the family carried out some little thing equal 
to their strength, and the old grandmother, 
preserving the sentiment of the family roof- 
tree to the last, carries perhaps the bird 
cage in her hands—those who have seen that 
line as it wended its slow way off, they know 
not whither, but to be absorbed into the great 
beating heart of their fellow countrymen— 
those who have seen that line, and have seen 
the faces of those people and the faces of the 
people to whom they went, know that mere 
force can never break that heart. 

Young people sometimes wonder what we 
older people mean when we say that there 
is a blessing and sanctification in sacrifice. 
Ah, if we lived in any of these countries, we 
would not have to accompany them with any 
volume of explanation. The people & En- 
gland, France and Italy are not merely main- 
taining their army in this war out of the 
superabundance of their riches. 


Sacrifice Must Be Our Watchword. 


The civil population is making the, sacrifice 
to maintain those armies; they are not only 
sending their sons and even their daughters 
to do such work as they can do about these 
establishments, but they are keeping their 
workshops busy, they are drawing the belt 
tighter; where it is necessary, they are doing

His speech in the 
House against conscription and his 
votes against it resulted in wide- 
spread condemnation of him, and 
many of his closest friends were 
alienated when he publicly de- 
nounced them by name for sending} 
him telegrams criticising his action. 

However, the stronger men of the 
district are tied to him, and practical 
politics would probably rule to the 
extent of inducing them not to oppose 
him. 

Tenth District—Jacob E. Meeker, 
Republican, is a candidate for re- 
élection, He has supported the ad- 
ministration and probably will be 
renominated without opposition. The 
district is so strongly Republican that 
the_ Democratic candidate, if there is 
one, will not make much headway. 


Eleventh District — William F. 
Igoe, Democrat. Igoe voted against 
the declaration of war, but voted for 
conscription. He has a strong hold 
On the voters of his district, which is 
safely Democratic, and there is lit- 
tle probability that he will be op- 
posed for the nomination. 


Twelfth District — Leonidas .C. 
Dyer, Republican. Dyer has voted 
for the administration’s war meas- 
ures. He probably will not be op- 
posed’ for the nomination. Dyer’s 
district sometimes goes Democratic, 
but under existing political condi- 
tions in the district there is little 
probability that he can be defeated 
by 4 Democrat. The usual candidate 
for the Democratic nomination in 
this district is Michael J. Gill, a 
glassblower. Gill always is opposed 
'by Senator Michael Kinney and | 
Thomas Egan, who are in control in| 
the east end of the district. They 
almost invariably find themselves un- 
able to prevent his nomination, but 
Gill never gets enough votes in the 
election to win. The feud dates back 
to 1910, when Senator Kinney's 
brother, the late Senator Thomas E. 
Kinney, was a candidate for Con-~ 
sress. He was defeated by Dyer and 
the Kinneys always have charged 
that his defeat was due to Gill. 


Thirteenth - District—Walter L. 
| Hensley, Democrat, has announced | 
'that he will not seek renomination, 
| but there is some talk in his district 
that he may change his mind. This) 
‘talk is discounted, however, by the, 
fact that his law partner, Ben U. | 
|Marbury, has annourced that he is| 
|a candidate. oe long before | 
ithe war was kno as a “little navy | 
|Congressman.” He _ voted against | 
| the declaration of war and dudged | 
| a vote on conscription. He was ‘‘pres- 
| ent, but not voting.” Other probable 
| candidates for the Democratic nom- 
ination are Arthur Brewster of Iron- 
ton, a lawyer, and Judge E. M. Deer- 
| ing of Potosi, a lawyer. 
| Fourteenth District—Joseph J. 
| Russell, Democrat, is a candidate for 
renomination. He has stood with the 
administration. Russell probably will 
| not have opposition for the nomina- | 
‘tion. Although the Governor did not 
| ‘permit it to become publicly known. 
Russell was seriously considered by 
him for the United States senatorship 
appointment to succeed Senator 
Stone. | 


The Fourteenth District is close po- 
| litically, and Russell is said to have 
, taken the position that for him to 
,accept the senatorship and to leave, 
' the congressional race in the district | 
to a man who would have to build up | 
an organization would endanger the 
|Democratic eontrol in the district. 
Russell probably will be opposed in 
the election by David B. Hill of Poplar 
Bluff, who the Republican can- 
dicate in 1916, and who was defeated

BRITAIN FOR 


Gaps Not Filled Up and 


Trained, He Says™Has Respect fof 


‘German 


Men Are Insufficiently 


System.

LONDON, May 4.—No fresh move 
of an impértant character was re- 
ported yesterday afternoon and the 
Germans were still. taking time to 
recover from the hammering they 
received on the Meteren-Zillebeke 
front on April 29. Field Marshal 
Haig has taken advantage of ‘the 
lull to give us some more informa- 
tion about the troops of ours which 
have taken part in the recent ac- 
tions, and it can be nothing but ad- 
vanhtageous that the names of divi- 
sions which have done so well should 
be known. 

Although the military staff of a 
division is created by the value of 
the regiments and brigades which 
compose it, it is the divisional unit 
as a whole which stands out most 
conspicuously in their great trans- 
actions and will forever be associated 
by the historian in the records of 
this time. 

An army corps and its command- 
er play a large part in battles, but 
owing to the continued transfer of 
divisions from one. army corps to an- 
other it is the division rather than 
the army corps which creates and 
maintains fighting traditions. 
Through one army corps, for exam- 
ple, no fewer than 50 divisions have 
passed in turn since the beginning 
of the war and possibly this record 
is not exceptional. The divisional 
command in this war is the most 
important of all. 

Division Formerly Stronger. 

In the time of Kitchener an in- 
fantry division was much strongez: 
than it is now. It had 12 battalions 
and a pioneer battalion, and its total 
combatant strength of units, includ- 
ing artillery and service, was very 
large. Although these strengths 
were not maintained in 1917, 12 bat- 
talions still ‘remainef during the 
campaigns of that year, and it was 
only for the present campaign that 
the number of battalions was cut 
down from 12 to nine. This grave, 
most unfortunate measure was taken 
because the War Cabinet wouldn't 
ask the country for the men neces- 
sary to maintain the higher estab- 
lishment and the most generous ex- 
cuse we can make for them is that 
they completely misconceived the 
situation on the western front, and 
the whole spirit of German strategy 
as well. 

It was true that both French ard 
German divisions had been reduced. 
As for the German diWisions, bat- 
talions withdrawn from them formed 
the nucleus of fresh divisions, and 
the total of German divisions grew 
while our War Cabinet slumbered, 
dreaming dreams of facile conquests ° 
in the East and willfully neglecting 
the principal theater. It became 
necessary for lack of men to dock 
our divisions three battalions each 
in order to keep those remaining up 
to strength, and even the home de- 
fense force were drawn upon for the 
same purpose and in a manner which 
could. not be justified. 

Policy “Wholly Disastrous.” 

From a general point of view this 
policy was, of course, wholly disas- 
trous and we see the \consequences 
now in France and in the huge cas- 
ualty lists which fill the papers every 
day. It was at one time imagined, 
or at least hoped, that the battalions 
since broken up would become the 
nucleus of fresh divisions after the 


German model, but it was soon seen| 


that nothing of the sort was contem- 
plated, and that at the moment when 
Russia was down and out and when. 
the German divisions had mounted 
up to 240 or more, we had raised no 
fresh divisions and had reduced by 
one-quarter most of those we pos- 
sessed. 

Even the reduced establishments 
were not filled up. As reporters say 
after a suicide, ‘“‘No reason can be 
assigned for this rash act.” Within 
the division itself there was, of 
course, much heart burning. A 
brigade of four battalions can place 
two in line and two in support, but 
with only three battalions the proper 
reliefs cannot so easily be conduct- 
ed, and some men become  over- 
worked. The battalions broken up 
went to units of which they knew 
nothing, to serve under officers the: 
had never seen, while the staff and 
establishments of the. division itself 
became too large for a new divisional 
unit. 


It was at a moment when all these 
vexatious changes were exercising 
their most pernicious influence that 
the decisive battle began. I do not 
know for what purpose the War Cab- 
inet maintained the old number of 
divisions, but I think it would have 
been better to have reduced the 
number necessary to find the men 
for drafts and they have distributed 
the spare divisional trained staffs 
among the rest. 

Proper Relief Not Afforded. 

From the time when we first took 
over the front of the Tenth Frencn 
Army last year we have never had 
enough divisions to hold the line ang 
afford our troops proper relief and 
rest. When, in January, and then 
again in February this year, we took 
over more and again more lines with 
our attenuuated divisions we were 
asking for trouble and were im- 
posing upon our troops a real- 
ly excessive’ strain. We weer 
about 20 divisions short of 
the strength which we should have 
had to hold the lines against the 
threatened general attack; and 
when Von Hutier’s Thirteenth Army 
was spatch-cocked into the line fac- 
ing Gough everyone knew what it 
meant. 

With armies such as we have now 
it is almost indispensable to give di- 
visions constant training behind the 
lines and good judges estimate this 
necessary training at not less than 
one month out of every three. he. 
Germans trained hard for two 
months behind their lines for the 
attack of March 21. I have shown 
that in the Fifth Army the troops 
holding the line had not more than 
Seven days for training in the two 
months preceding the wattle. 

What has happened since March 
21? Here we are at May 4, and I 
suppose not one additional man has 
yet been raised let alone trained, as 
a result of any legislative action of 
the Government since the battle be- 
gan. - What the War Cabinet has 
had to do has been to break its en- 
gagement to Parliament and send out 
boys of 18% years to fight. This 
forestalling of contingents is the 
only thing Napoleonic that Ihave 
been able to discover abott our 
present War Cabinet, dnd tKe instant 
we get drafts available of the proper 
age we should arrest this \practice, 
which must eventually give \us bat- 
talions unfit to compare with the 
Germans or with those of our do- 
minions in point of physique, keen 
and brave though our boys are.

Italian Dispatches Say Heavy Snows 
Have Held Up Offensive. 
‘WASHINGTON, May 4 (By A 
P.).—~Advices to the Italian Em- 
bassy here from Rome today made 
no mention of the beginning of an 
Austrian offensive on the Italian 
front, but said the Austrians. be- 
cause of the heavy snows, had been 
obliged to postpone offensive oper- 

ations.

LONDON, May 4 (By A. P.).—An 
official statement on operations in 
Palestine reads: 

“Throughout May 2 the fighting 
continued east of the Jordan and to 
the south of Es-Salt. Enemy forces 
which had crossed the river and had 
advanced to attack our troops hold- 
ing the village of Es-Salt were driven 
back. 

“Our air service attacked troops 
and rolling stock on the Hedjaz Rail- 
way in the vicinity of Allan and on 
the Wadi Sir, north of Es-Salt, with 
bombs and machine-gun fire.

“During the night of May 2 and 
the morning of May 83 the enemy re- 
newed his attacks on Bs-Salt from 
the northeast and north with consid- 
erable re-enforcements. In each 
case the attacks were repulsed with 
heavy losses and 814 prisoners re- 
mained in our hands.”

Pardons Two Convicted . of 
Sleeping When on Sentry 
Duty.in France. 

WASHINGTON, May 4 (By A. P.) 
—-President Wilson's action today in 
pardoning two soldiers of the Amer- 
ican Epeditionary Force who had 


been condemned to death by a mili- 
tary courtmartial in France for 
sleeping when on sentry duty, and 


the death sentences imposed on two 
others for disobeying orders, was 
viewed by army offici4ls as approval 
by the President of Secretary Bak- 
er’s stand against the imposition of 
the death penalty in the army except 
in special cases. 

Privates Forest P. Sebastin of El- 

dorado, Ill., and Jeff Cook of Lutie, 
Ok., were the men pardoned. In 
reaching his decision the President 
took into consideration their extreme 
youth—the former being 20 years 
old and the latter 19—and concluded 
that they did not realize the serious- 
ness of their offense and its possible 
disastrous results upon the unit to 
which they were attached. 
, Privates Olon Ledoyen of Atlanta, 
Ga., and Stanley G. Fishback of 
Connelton, Ind., were the men con- 
victed of disobeying orders. Their 
sentence was commuted to three 
years in the Federal Penitentiary at 
Fort Leavenworth. Details in these 
cases have not been made public. 
Ledoyen and Fishback are 19 years 
old. 

All four of the men were volun- 
teers in the regular army.

OVER THE AMERICAN TROOPS 


On VWisit,to Front He 


Was Told by French} 


That They Are First Class 
Fighting Men. 


LONDON, May 4 (By A. P.)— 
Premier Lloyd George, who has re- 
turned from’ his. visit to France, pin 
which he attended the sessions of 
the Supreme War Council and went 
to the tré@ht, spoke enthusiastically 
today of the American troops. 

“A good number are already 
there,” he said. ‘‘Many~more wil! 
pour in steadily during this month. 
The French who saw their fighting 
in the battle lower down the line, 
said they were first-class fighting 
material, full of courage and re- 
source, and all very keen.” 

“The Germans have rendered at 
least two great services to the allied 
cause.” continued the Premier. 
“They have accelerated the advent 
of the American troops and they 
have made unity of command at last 
a reality. The French and British 
are fighting in close comradeship, 
each with full appreciation of the 
qualities of the other.” 


“Be of Good Cheer,” Army’s Mes- 


sage. 

“Have you any message to bring) 
from the army to the people?” the 
Premier was asked. To this he re- 
plied: 

‘The message I bring from the 
British Army to the people at home 
is: ‘Be of good cheer. We are all 
right.’ ”’ 


Of the great battle now going on, 
the Premier said: 

“T saw Gen. Foch, Sir Douglas 
Haig, Gen. Pershing and other of- 
ficers of the higher command and 
they were all very confident I also 
saw a very large number of regi-.

ited by distinct nationalities. 

Premier Urges Postponement. 

Premier von Seydler sounded a 
warning against inciting nationali- 
ties against each other. He then 


“Our entire military and political 
situation has reached a climax. The 
next few months will bring a big. 
decision. I am firmly convinced the 
decision on the battlefield will be in 
favor of Austria and her allies. 

“Our economic, especially our 
food, conditions are very serious, but 
they are not at all desperate. To hold 
on now to a final happy decision 
is the vital question for the state. It 
therefore is necessary that, unham- 
pered by Parliamentary confusion, 
the Government be left in a position 
to devote all its strength to these 
tasks.”’ 

The Premier then recommended 
the postponement of Parliament. 

Austria has been deep in difficul- 
ties, both political and economic, for 
more than a year, and it has been 
an open secret that Emperor Charles 
was desirous of bringing about 
peace, his efforts in this direction 
having occasionally aroused criticism 
in Berlin. . 

In the last few months there have 
been insistent reports that the food 
situation in Austria is growing des- 
perate. It has been represented 
that, except for the favored classes, 
the people were receiving barely 
more than enough food to .avert 
actual starvation. Owing to the lack 
of direct communications with Aus- 
tria, however, it has been impossible 
to form any estimate as to the grav- 
ity of the food crisis. 

The political situation also has 
grown disturbing in the last few 
months. There have been riots in 
various parts of the country. and 
among the Southern Serbs a revolu- 
tionary movement has been in prog- 
ress. 

Premier Reported to Have Admitted 
Inability to Feed People. 

LONDON, May 4 (By A. P.)—The 
straits to which Austria has been 
driven by the food situation is indi- 
cated in a dispatch ‘from Vienna. 
through Zurich, which says that Dr. 
von Seydler, the Austrian Premier, 
has been compelled to admit that 
Austria is unable to feed the popula- 
tions of Northern Tyrol and North- 
ern Bohemia and that he has, there- 
fore, consented that the former be 
attached for provisioning purposes 
to Bavaria, and the latter to Saxony. 

This concession, the dispatch 
adds, was wrested from him by lead- 
ers of the German partiés after a 
conference lasting six hours. The 
Austrian Government yielded with 
the greatest reluctance, for the po- 
litical consequenecs of this conces- 
sion may be far-reaching. It is 
pointed out that it will accentuate 
the feud between the German and 
non-German races in Austria-Hun- 
gary, since both the provinces af- 
fected are German-speaking, and 
will strengthen the agitation for the 
incorporation of Austria in a Ger- 
man federation. 


Resignation of Von Seydler as Ans- 
trian Premier Predicted. 

LONDON, May 4 (By A. P.).— 
The Holland News Bureau says, ac- 
cording to the Exchange Telegraph 
Co., that the resignation of the Aus- 
trian Premier, Dr. von Seydler, as 
soon as the Emperor returns’ ts un- 


avoidable. It adds that the Parlia- 
ment majority, consisting of Slavs, 


Czechs and Poles, has decided not 
to listen to him as Premier any more. 


Charles Acting to Hold Majority in 
Parliament, View in Washington. 
WASHINGTON, May 4 (By A. P.). 

—Press ‘dispatches from Amster- 

dam. saying that Emperor Charles 

was about to prorogue the Austrian 

Parliament were read with deep in- 

terest today by officials here, who 

had expected some such drastic ac- 
tion since the news leaked out from

The difficulties in the way ‘ef se- 4 
curing sufficient food for the popu‘ 
lation, the only cause given in the 


Amsterdam dispateh-for the suspen- 


sion of the Reichsrath -have created 
a critical situation throughout Aus- 
tria-Hungary, according to advices 
received here. In the early spring 
Gen. Hoeffer, the Austrian food con- 
troller, declared that 600,000,000 
pounds of foodstuffs would have to 
be obtained somewhere to last un- 
til the next harvest. The norma! 
harvest of wheat in the dual monar- 
chy has been reduced from 13,000,- 
000,000 to 8,000,000,000 pounds. 
through shortage of fertilizers and 
the wilful action of the Czech peas- 
ants who refused to sow and harvest 
grain. - 

Famine during the winter was said 
to have been prevented only by the 
accessior of 50,000 carloads of grain 
from Rumania, but even this was in- 
sufficient, as was evidenced by food 
riots in Prague, Pilsen, Brun and 
Vienna.- In some of the prison 
camps of Austria the death rate from 
Starvation was reported to have 
reached 40 a day. 

The separate peace with the 
Ukraine failed to relieve the situa- 
tion on account of the difficulties of 
transportation and the fact that 
some of_the active divisions of the 
Czech-Slovak troops took along ev- 
erything they could lay hands on in 
their retreat. 

The opinion here, however, is that 
the food situation alone could not 
justify the Government in dissolving 
Parliament. Czech papers predicted 
a month ago that the Viennese Gov- 
ernment contemplated a dissolution 
of the Parliament and a return to 
the absoluteist era which: prevailed 
during the first three years of the 
war. 

Ever since the convocation of the 
Reichrath a year ago, the Slav depu- 
ties have shown decided opposition 
to the Government’s policies, ham-. 
pering it in increasing the army and 
raising loans. United action, how- 
ever, was lacking and the Govern- 
ment was able to retain a majority 
in Parliament. 

Information reaching here now. 
however, is that the Czech, Jugo-Slav 
and Polish deputies have formed a 
compact block to oppose the policies 
of the Germanic Austrians. The ad- 
hesion of the three elements into a 
cohesive group would give them a 
majority and fear of this is believed 
to be the real reason why Emperor

Next comes the name of 
Chaplain W. U. Farrell, who minis- 
tered to the wounded under fire and 
carried ammunition to the guns. 

Four signal men are mentioned—

The writer. Robert W. Burke, is a seaman on an 
American destroyer and has been in the thick of the 
submarine hunts off the coast of England and France. 
In the story. written for the Boston Transcript, he de- 
scribes one instance which came under his personal 
observation of how a transport, with its prectous 
freight of fighting men, was saved from destruction. 
One also may read how destroyers engage submarines 
in battle by use of depth bombs, usually with the 
result that “the surface of the water was soon covered 
with oil. the best proof we have that we've got 
them.” 

ARLY last spring we left here—the first 
of our warships to reach France. With 
all our speed it took us about two weeks 
going across, on the course we took. 
it was a calm passage all the way, ex- 
cept on the last couple of days, when we 
ran into a norther. One morning, about 

6 o'clock. we sighted a big black steamer, which 
turned when she saw us and ran full speed in the 
opposite direction. We went after her and signaled 
for her name and number. She refused to give us any 
information. 

At the time I was pointer of the fo’castle gun. The 
Captain gave orders to load and train her on the bridge 
of the ship. That was the first real excitement we 
had. Every boy turned out and we thought we had 
a raider. As soon as we had the gun trained on her, 
she immediately turned about and ran up her colors. 
She must have been watching us closely. She ran up 
the British merchant ensign and sent word that she 
didn't know what we were. We being the first Amer- 
ican boats over there, she didn’t recognize us. Our 
raider was only a peaceful merchantman. 

On the following day we were to pick up the French 
patrol which convoyed us to our port of destination. 
About 8 o'clock that morning two black specks ap- 
peared on the horizon, which turned out to be the 
French convoy we were looking for. As they came 
alongside, we saw they were small boats, about 100 
feet long, motor driven, but carrying unusually large 
zuns for their size. They were manned by old French- 
men, most of them wearing long beards, which struck 
us as very funny. 
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As they passed us the Captain of each ship as- 
sembled his crew on deck and gave three cheers for 
the Americans, which we answered with a will. After 
a long and ¢edious discussion, as neither our Captain 
spoke French very well nor theirs English, we man- 
aged to get on the right course. 


Later in the day we passed mine sweepers and many 
trawlers and other light craft, patroling and sweeping 
the seas. We were now well within the submarine 
zone, as one could see by the wreckage and life pre- 
servers and other parts of sunken ships. We had 


now to change to watch and watch, four hours on and. 


four off. 
sleep. 

Early next morning, about 4 o'clock, we were turned 
out to go over the sides and scrub ship, not a very 
sweet job, especially on.a cold and rainy morning, and 
so early. I suppose we had to look well going into 
port, to make a favorable impression. About an hour 
later, we hauled anchor and pulled into the inner 
harbor. 

On either side of the entrance the populace swarmed 
down to greet us. The thing that struck me most 
was the absence of young men. Everywhere there were 
old men and women. Young men who were there were 
all in uniform, most of them wounded. Before we tied 
fast there was a great rush among us to see who would 
have the honor to be the first American on French 


[It kept us pretty busy and we got very little 


soil, the first to be sent over by the United States 
at war. | was fourth in the scramble over the side

[t was a beautiful little town, the houses of a queer 
lavender-colored stone, with gray roofs, such as I had 
never seen before. Everything seemed quaint and old. 
The streets were immaculately clean as well as the 
big boulevard which ran along the water's edge for 
miles, shaded on either side by trees. That night, after 
cleaning ship, we all went ashore. This was the first 
chance we had to become acquainted with the French 
people. We can’t speak too highly of them. They 
did all in their power to make our stay pleasant. They 
insisted upon taking us to dinner, to the theater and to 
their homes. I met a young French aviator there who 
was back from the front on a few days’ leave. He 
spoke a little English, so we managed to get along 
together. He brought me to his home for dinner, in 
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in the name of France. 

Before I returned to the ship the aviator gave me his 
hat as a souvenir. We remained in port for a couple 
of days and then pulled out about 5 one afternoon. 
As we left the inner harbor the people again lined 
either shore and cheered and even covered the decks 
with flowers. 

Now the rumors began. First we heard we were to 
go to the North Sea. It’s a funny thing, the way 
rumors start aboard ships. Nobody knows where or 
how they start, but all statements, of course, are 
passed along as “official.” At last we got out to 
sea. Ours being the senior boat, we took the lead 
The supply ship we had-left in port, s0 we were only 
two. 


Now we could show a. little speed, about 25 knots 
for the standard. Everybody was down to business 
Nothing of any account happened for a couple of hours 
Then suddenly the lookout at the masthead reported 
a black object off the starboard bow, on the horizon 
We soon recognized it as a submarine riding on the 
surface. General quarters was sounded and we 
turned sharply, at the same time bringing up to full 
speed. Fritz ducked immediately. 

As he was at least five miles away, he had com- 
pletely disappeared by the time we got there, and 
so we had to proceed on our course, still waiting for 
our first bag. ; 

It was now well along in the evening, though the 
twilight was still bright Land was sighted dead 
ahead. As we came closer to shore we noticed some 
wonderful green hills, a patchwork of farms, divided 
by dark green hedges. It was well after 11 o'clock, 
but it was still light. The sun seemed to be just set- 
ting. A small British patrol boat, similar to our 
submarine chasers, met us a few miles out of the 
harbor. We reduced speed and followed in her wake 
it was a sight I shall never forget. I have traveled 
in many foreign parts, but I have never seen such a 
harbor in my life. It was a. wonderful picture, with 
the green hills on either side, and at the entrance the 
famous old lighthouse.

flagships and various British war craft. Once again 
the rumors came to the front. They were going to 
make a break for Helgoland. But the cap of the 
climax came when we heard that on the following 
night we were to start on a rush for the Kiel Canal 
and try to finish the job at once! 

Well, we all turned in happy, and turned out next 
morning, but we didn’t seem to be going to Helgo- 
land or the Kiel Canal. We just worked all day, 
cleaning ship and removing excess weight, so that 
we might ride clear of the mines. We spent a few 
days and many shillings in port, and then put to sea, 
along with a number of other destroyers. 

Now we started in on our business of keeping Fritz 
busy. 

Day and night the destroyers patrol the coast, for 
weeks at a time, never for a minute giving up the 
search. We went after everything, firing on boxes, 
suspicious looking barrels; in fact we challenged any- 
thing that hove in sight. Naturally, we spoke every 


ship. Near our particular station the Lusitania had 
been sunk. Ships had been torpedoed about there 
regularly. It seemed to be a hotbed of submarines. 


For a month or more we kept this up, in all kinds 
of weather, until at last it seemed that our work had 
been rewarded. For the sinkings had decreased to 
such an extent that the many ports which had been 
completely closed to shipping were opened again. 


The first real brush we had with a submarine oc- 
curred one morning in July. It was a beautiful, calm 
day, one of the few warm days we had then. We had 
just picked up our convoy, a big British ship, which 
had on board.a whole base hospital of American doc- 
tors and nurses, and full equipment. We came along- 
side close, so‘that our Captain could give his instruc- 
tions to the skipper of the transport, so close that one 
could recognize the people on deck, and it sure was 
good to see some American girls again. A few hours 
later, while we were cruising peacefully along, a life- 
boat was sighted about 3000 yards ahead of the trans- 
port on the far side from us. We thought nothing of 
it; it appeared to be an ordinary lifeboat, when sud- 
denly it started through the water straight for our 
convoy. 

The Captain of our boat called to the men at the 
fo’castle gun to blaze away at the lifeboat... Our very 
first shot was a clean hit, the shell exploding and de- 
stroying the lifeboat. We then saw the periscope 
which had been hidden under it. General quarters 
was rung up. Weturned and cut across the transport’s 
bows. It was a ticklish moment, for we had to figure 
on brushing past her at close quarters. As it was we 
shaved within 20 yards of her, and then 


a Canadian troop transport. 


With two other destroy- 
ers we put out one day to meet three such transports. 


They were all famous British liners. If their names 
could be mentioned, everybody would know them. We 
each took our own transport. We took up our forma- 
tion, to form a scouting line. Late the second evening 
after we had picked up these boats, about 10 miles 
off the British coast, just ahead of us was an oil tank- 
er being convoyed by a British patrol boat. I had 
just come off watch and was standing on deck talking 
to a number of the fellows before turning in. We were 
making bets as to when we would pass this convoy 
ahead of us. We had nearly caught up to her when 
she turned sharply to the port side and opened fire 
with her stern battery. General quarters as usual 
was immediately sounded, everybody going to his 
station on the double. On our port bow, half way 
between us and the transport, we could see plainly the 
wash of a periscope. We turned sharply and passed 
directly over the path of the submarine. I remember 
looking over the side and seeing the periscope not 
more than 10 feet away. It stood about three feet out

passed directly over the periscope, which 
had then sunk from sight. As we passed 
we let go a depth bomb, the first we had 
dropped. When she went off most of 
the men aboard us thought we had been

torpedoed, for the explosion negrly 
bounced us out of the water. We got 
that one, all right; the surface of the 


water was soon covered with oil, the 
best proof we have that we've got them. 


That was the end of our first sub. 
In the meantime the transport had 
turned in the opposite direction, and 
the passengers got into the lifeboats, 
which were being rowed away. They, 
too, thought they had been torpedoed, 
the shock of the depth bomb was so 
great. It was all over in a few minutes, 
but we had saved the big ship, and 
nothing was said of it, no record made. 
Yet this same thing is going on like 
clockwork. Little is said about what 
the destroyers are doing, but when you 
come right down to it, it is the destroy- 
ers that are really winning the war over 
there. 

For a month or more we kept up our 
patrol duty, convoying ships in and 
out of port, a monotonous enough 
affair. We were out in all kinds of weather, without 
excitement, compartments flooded with water, the 
decks continually swept by seas, with the water so 
rough that we couldn't cook a thing for weeks. We 
got ‘“‘canned bill’’—that is, canned corned beef, hard- 
ack and the like. It would bea pleasure to tell, if one 
might, the reforms that Admiral Sims has introduced 
in the convoy system. Since the American boats 
have appeared on the scene the Admiralty figures 
show increases in sailings and decreases in sink- 
ings. 


Our next sinking occurred when we were escorting

of the water, and was aboutrsix inches in diameter, 
with a big black knob on the top. As it was still twi- 
light we could see it, otherwise it would have been 
hard to make out as it was painted light green, and 
white spotted—the regular camouflage used on all 
German submarines. 


Just as we got directly over, we let go two depth 
charges, which nearly blew us out of the water and 
shook the troopship so badly that she thought she 
was torpedoed. She immediately turned for the shore, 
switched on all lights, and all hands turned into the 
lifeboats. Our ship went back over the spot where we 
had dropped the depth charges, and circled about look- 


ing for proof that we had sunk the submarine. Oil 
and bubbles were coming to the surface, also a num- 
ber of hats and papers, which we didn’t stop to pick 
up. A little while later we received a message from 
the Admirality, “Well done. ——.”’ 

Within a few hours after this the troops were safely 
landed at their destination. \ 

I could go on and cite many other instances, very 
similar to this, where large ships and many people 
have been saved by quick action on the part of our de- 
stroyers. 

I remember the time, not long after this, when we 
picked up a small French ship. We had just left a 
convoy and were returning to our base, when one of 
the destroyers in the company turned sharply off her 
course and opened fire. We signaled to her, asking if 
she wanted any assistance, but she said she needed 
none. That night when we tied up in the harbor, the 
boat that had fired tied up alongside of us. She had 
on board five old Frenchmen, at least 80 years old, 
and one boy about 10. They were regular old fisher- 
men, who had been at it since they were kids, and 
hardly knew that a war was going on. They had been 
picked up after being shelled by a German subma- 
rine, while peacefully fishing in their little old smack. 
There were 12 originally in the boat, and when the 
sub came up, six of them had put off_in one boat and 
six in another. The Captain of the submarine, hav- 
ing nothing to do that day, first shelled the smack, 
and then one of the rowboats, killing the six men in it. 
It was at this point that the destroyer came on the 
scene, the submarine immediately ducking. One doesn't 
mind so mvch seeing them sink munition ships and 
going after transports, because by doing that they are 
protecting themselves, after their fashion, catching 
an army before it gets started; but when you see them 
firing on little fishing boats, it’s just plain murder. 

The other subs we bagged, during the spell we were 
out, we got in much the same manner. The method 
is simple enough. One time we were cruising along 
easy in a fog, when, about 200 yards off our port bow, 
we s.W a submarine just submerging. Before we 
could train a gun on her she had got clean out of sight. 
As we were only making about six knots, we couldn't 
drop a depth charge without danger of blowing our- 
selves up. It is on a foggy day such as that that we 
get most.of them. When they come to the surface to 
recharge their batteries, they are apt to be easy marks 
for the gun. We can then come right up on them. 
But most of the ones we potted we got by means of 
depth charges. 


Most people have the idea that the crews of the 
German submarines are roughnecks, who have to be 
forced to go on board ship.

Our sister ship, one of the 
destroyers, captured the crew of a submarine, after.
